The  district  comprises  fourteen  parishes  and  except  for  the  small 
market  town  of  Teribury  it  is  entirely  rural  in  character*  Agriculture  including 
fruit  and  hop  growing  is  the  chief  industry  of  the  rural  area  and  provides  work  for 
most  of  the  population*  A  large  proportion  of  residents  in  the  Town  of  Tenbury  find 
work  in  factories  bordering  the  town* 

During  the  Autumn  months  the  population  is  increased  by  fruit  and  hop 
pickers,  mostly  women  and  children,  brought  into  the  district  and  accommodated  in 


special  quarters  on  the  farms.;,  As  more  hoj  picking  machinery  is  installed  there 
is  a  progressive  decrease  in  this  seasonal  influx  of  workers  from  the  Black  Country*, 
Accommodation  in  the  district  was  only  needed  for  96  pickers,  employed,  at  6  farms* 
There  is  a  large  number  of  farms  and  small  holdings  in  the  Area*  The 
amount  of  unemployment  varies  very  little©

LRBORAIOEI  FACILITIES 

The  County  Council  laboratory  at  Worcester  undertakes  the  examination  of 
producer  samples  of  food,  milk  and  water 0  The  remaining  bacteriological  and 

pathological  examinations  axe  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Worcester  Royal  Inf irmary© 

HOSPITALS 

The  Tenbury  Hospital  is  quite  close  to  the  town,  and  though  being  in 
the  parish  of  Burford,  Shropshire,  it  receives  cases  chiefly  from  the  town  and 
district  of  ^enbury,  It  is  very  well  equiped. 

The  Blakebrook  Hospital/ General  Hospital,  Bewdley  Road,  Kidderminster, 
is  also  available  .and  for  maternity  cases  accommodation  is  provided  in  three 
maternity  hospitals., 

Per  infectious  diseases  the  V/brcester  Isolation  Hospital  is  chiefly 

used  and  Hayley  Green  Hospital  is  also  available, 

ALL  hospitals  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Birmingham  -^egionsl 

Hospital  Board, 

Following  the  publication  of  the  "Hospital  Plan"  discussions  were  held 
with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  about  the  suggested  closre  of  Tenbury  and  an 
assurance  obtained  that  this  was  not  contemplated  for  at  least  15  years.

After  more  than  two  years  negotiations  the  newly  formed  North  West 
Worcestershire  Water  Board  too^  over  the  supply  to  those  orears  where  mains 
are  installed  as  from  Hie  1st  October*  However,  the  Rural  Water  Scheme  Part  II 
(serving  the  main  part  of  the  district  south  of  the  Tenc)  was  not  yet  complete. 

The  Scheme  to  improve  the  supply  to  the  Town,  Berrington,  St,  Michael8 s 
and  parts  of  Old  Wood  has  now  been  approved  and  is  likely  to  be  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Water  BoardQ

The  only  serious  pollution  'known  to  be  occurring  is  that  of  the  River 
Temo  and  Kyre  Brook  at  Tenbury  which  still  receive  untreated  sewage  from  the 
town*  Tliis  situation  will  remain  unchanged  until  the  town  sewerage  shhemo  is 
built  and  working  satisfactorily.
